During the strong expansion of the 
economy in the 1960s, Brimmer said, 
blacks, poor peopie and the least 
skilled got a somewhat larger share of 
total income. 
“ in contrast, during the last five 
years — under the combined impact of 
high inflation rates and slower 
economic growth — these disad­ 
vantaged groups have fallen further 
behind the more fortunate members of 
society,” he said. 
“ Moreover, the outlook for a more 
equal distribution of income over the 


rest of this decade is far from bright,” 
Brimmer added, in part because of 
what he said was an unwise national 
economic policy. 
He said per capita black family 
income was 62 per cent of what white 
families received in 1974, down from 63 
per cent five years previously. In 1964, 
a black family had 54 per cent of a 
white family’s income, according to 
his statistics. 
He said blacks received $62.9 billion 
in 1974, some 6.8 per cent of the 
nation’s total income. Blacks com­ 
prise 11.5 per cent of the population.

Leaking Gas 
Broug ht Blast 
Fatal To 18 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The worst 
natural gas pipeline disaster in U.S. 
history apparently occurred because 
an underground plastic gas pipe 
shrank in cold weather and pulled 
loose from its fitting, government 
safety investigators said today. 
Eighteen persons died and 41 others 
were injured when the six-story Path­ 
finder Hotel in Fremont, Neb., ex­ 
ploded and burned Jan. 10. 
The explosion knocked the hotel off 
its foundation, blew a hole in the first 
floor and dropped a street-level barber 
shop, drug store and coffee shop into 
the basement. It also blew out glass in 
other buildings within a one block 
radius. 
The explosion occurred less than 24 
hours after the Nebraska Natural Gas 
Co., responding to reports of a gas 
odor, had found — and repaired — 
another plastic pipe in the same area 
which also had pulled loose, the 
National Transportation Safety Board 
said. 
The 18 dead was the largest number 
of fatalities in a gas pipeline explosion 
in U.S. history, the safety board said. 
The tentative finding was revealed 
as the NTSB formally recommended 
that the gas company review its entire 
distribution system to determine if 
plastic pipe has pulled out of couplings 
in other areas. The board will issue a 
more comprehensive report later.

vestigation of the accident disclosed 
that a buried 2-mch gas line pulled out 
of its compression coupling at an inter­ 
section about 15 feet from the north­ 
west corner of the hotel basement. 
Since the earth’s surface was frozen or 
paved over, the escaping gas seeped 
into the hotel basement, the board 
said.

They 
have invented games, like “ Star Trek” 
in which the player is pitted against a 
computerized universe complete with 
enemy spaceships, and have even 
taught the computers to write news 
stories. 
“ It’s power. It’s stimulating. You 
challenge yourself,” said Stuart Gibbs, 
a member of the San Fernando Valley- 
based society. “ They say guys with 
ham (radio) sets are putting them 
aside and getting computers. It’s a 
craze. I don’t like that word, but that’s 
what it is." 
Dr. Gerald Silver of l>os Angeles City 
College, one of the society’s founders, 
said he was tired of computers always 
being serious. 
“ I was working with the UCI.A 
computer, doing nothing but practical 
problems when I started thinking

collected information on thousands of 
persons who had no involvement in 
militant activities simply because they 
called or received calls from telephone 
numbers once used by alleged ex­ 
tremists or subversives, congressional 
auditors say. 
The FBI also maintained a super­ 
secret computerized “ stop index” 
containing names of nearly 4,300 
alleged subversives and extremists, 
the General Accounting Office said. 


The disclosures were contained in 
the GAO’s final report on its 20-month- 
long investigation of the F B I’s 
domestic intelligence operations. The 
report was made public Monday. 


Comptroller General Elm er B. 
Staats,

of 
the 
GAO, 
was 
scheduled to present the findings to a 
House Judiciary subcommittee today. 


The report said the FB I in 1969 
created a computerized telephone 
number file “ for use in criminal in­ 
vestigations” but used it in domestic 
intelligence operations from February 
1971 to February 1975. 
Under the system, the FBI main­ 
tained a computer list of phone 
numbers used by persons under in­ 
vestigation for militant activities. 
The FB I then scanned telephone 
company records for the phone 
numbers of persons who called or 
received calls from the number used 
by the militants. Only long-distance 
calls were involved. 
The additional numbers were fed 


into the FB I computer and kept for 
three months on a supplemental list. 
“ If a telephone number on the 
supplemental list received a certain 
number of calls from a number 
already listed in the file during the 
three-month period, the appropriate 
field office was directed to determine 
the subscriber, check the FB I field 
office indexes and make a preliminary 
inquiry," the auditors related. 
The GAO said 89,913 telephone 
numbers were processed through the 
system between April 1971 and July 
1973. The process linked 6,401 new 
phone numbers to revolutionary and 
extremist groups, GAO said. 
GAO did not give precise figures but 
said agents did not investigate all 
persons who called or got calls from 
the militants’ numbers.

Leaking Gas 
Brought Blast 
Fatal To 18 


WASHINGTON (AF) - The worst 
natural gas pipeline disaster in U.S. 
history apparently occurred because 
an 
underground 
plastic 
gas 
pipe 
shrank in cold weather and pulled 
loose from its fitting, government 
.safety investigators said today. 
Eighteen persons died and 41 others 
were injured when the six-story Path­ 
finder Hotel in Fremont, Neb., ex­ 
ploded and burned Jan. IO. 
The explosion knocked the hotel off 
its foundation, blew a hole in the first 
floor and dropped a street-level barber 
shop, drug store and coffee shop into 
the basement. It also blew out glass in 
other buildings within a one block 
radius. 
The explosion occurred less than 24 
hours after the Nebraska Natural Gas 
Co., responding to reports of a gas 
odor, had found — and repaired — 
another plastic pipe in the same area 
which also had pulled loose, the 
National Transportation Safety Board 
said. 
The 18 dead was the largest number 
of fatalities in a gas pipeline explosion 
in U.S. history, the safety board said. 
The tentative finding was revealed 
as the NTSB formally recommended 
that the gas company review its entire 
distribution system to determine if 
plastic pipe has pulled out (rf couplings 
in other areas. The board will issue a 
more comprehensive report later.

vestigation (rf the accident disclosed 
that a buried 2-inch gas line pulled out 
of its compression coupling at an inter­ 
section about 15 feet from the north­ 
west comer of the hotel basement. 
Since the earth's surface was frozen or 
paved over, the escaping gas seeped 
into the hotel basement, the board 
said.

a populist campaign and was the only 
contender among the five not to have 
much support among party regulars. 


All the Democratic candidates on the 
New Hampshire ballot, plus Jackson 
and Gov.

Amendment protection against self- 
incrimination 42 times in front of her 
jurors Monday, chief defense attorney 
F. le e Bailey declared bitterly, "The 
damage is done." 


Bailey planned today to resume 
questioning Dr. L.J. West, a court- 
appointed psychiatrist who testified

“shattered” 
Miss 
Hearst showed signs of profound fear 
in the weeks after her Sept. 18 capture 
U.S. Atty. James L. Browning Jr. 
had fought against admission of the 
psychiatric testim ony, but 
U.S. 
District Court Judge Oliver J. Carter 
ruled that Bailey could call to the stand 
three experts who have examined the 
22-year-old defendant 


West was the first witness Bailey 
called Monday after Miss Hearst 
concluded her six days of testimony by 
defying Carter’s order to answer ques­ 
tions relating to a year of her life on the 
run. 
Carter said 
Miss Hearst had 
relinguished 
5th 
Amendment 
protection when she took the witness 
stand in her own defense and warned 
her that he would cite her for contempt

Browning’s questions. But the judge 
did not pursue Uh* matter when Bailey 
instructed his client to remain silent 
Miss Hearst, kidnaped by the 
Symbionese Liberation Army in 
February 1974, said sympathizers of 
the terrorist tribe would kill her and 
harm her family if she testified about 
the year.

Computer Games 
Seen Latest Craze 


IjOS ANGEIES (AF) — The black­ 
jack dealer doesn't smile when you say 
“hit me" for the third time, but he isn't 
a sore loser either 


He's a homemade computer, and 
members of the Southern California 
Computer Society say they have found 
there is more to be done with comput­ 
ers than just mere business 


The society’s computer buffs have 
programmed their machines to play 
tick-tack-toe as long as you like. They 
have invented games, like “Star Trek" 
in which the player is pitted against a 
computerized universe complete with 
enemy spaceships, and have even 
taught the computers to write news 
stories. 
“It’s power. It's stimulating. You 
challenge yourself," said Stuart Gibbs, 
a member of the San Fernando Valley- 
based society. “They say guys with 
ham (radio) sets are putting them 
aside and getting computers. It's a 
craze. I don't like that word, but that's 
what it is." 
Dr. Gerald Silver of (os Angeles City 
College, one of the society's founders, 
said he was tired of computers always 
being serious. 
"I was working with the UCLA 
computer, doing nothing but practical 
problems when I started thinking 
about doing things that would have no 


practical use at all," he said. 
The game of Star Trek puts the 
player in the driver's seat of the 
.starship Enterprise, Silver said. 
The game, invented in 1172 by 
Michael Mayfield of an East (.'oast 
engineering firm. involves a computer 
program that putt the universe with 
randomly scattered stars and other 
obstacles on a television-type screen. 
The object is to steer safely through 
the maze, defeating any enemy 
spacecraft encountered. 
Silver said his group has developed a 
game called Mad lib , in which the 
computer writes stones based on data 
supplied by the player 
“The computer asks about your 
interests," Silver said “If you are 
interested in fishing, the computet 
takes your answers and offers to write 
a story about fishing and, say, sky­ 
diving or whatever, built around the 
verbs and data you have given it." 
Graham l<ee Mahin, a society 
member who invented a similar game, 
gave an excerpt of a story written 
about Wall Street by the computer: 
"The overpaid margin-man made 
his first trade of the day on behalf of 
the pompous Translux repairman and 
then demanded fresh funds from the 
trader who was continually trying to 
dress like a typical Wall Streeter as a 
result of bearish news from Geneva." 
FBI Telephone Data 
Snared Innocents 


WASHINGTON (AF) - The FBI 
collected information on thousands of 
persons who had no involvement in 
militant activities simply because they 
called or received calls from telephone 
numbers once used by alleged ex­ 
tremists or subversives, congressional 
auditors say. 
The FBI also maintained a super­ 
secret computerized 
“stop 
index" 
contauung names of 
nearly 
4,300 
alleged subversives and extremists, 
the General Accounting Office said. 


The disclosures were contained in 
the GAO’s final report on its 20-month- 
long investigation of the FBI'S 
domestic intelligence operations. The 
report was made public Monday. 


Comptroller General Elmer B. 
Stoats, 
head 
of 
the 
GAO, 
was 
scheduled to present the findings to a 
House Judiciary subcommittee today. 


The report said the FBI in 1969 
created a computerized telephone 
number file "for use in criminal in­ 
vestigations" but used it in domestic 
intelligence operations from February 
1971 to February 1975. 
Under the system, the FBI main­ 
tained a computer list of 
phone 
numbers used by persons under in­ 
vestigation for militant activities 
The FBI then scanned telephone 
company records for the phone 
numbers of persons who called or 
received calls from the number used 
by the militants. Only long-distance 
calls were involved. 
The additional numbers were fed 


into the FBI computer and kept for 
three months (rn a supplemental list. 
“lf a telephone number on the 
supplemental list received a certain 
number of calls from a 
number 
already listed in the file during the 
three-month period, the appropriate 
field office was directed to determine 
the subscriber, check the FBI field 
office indexes and make a preliminary 
inquiry," the auditors related 
The GAO said 89,913 telephone 
numbers were processed through the 
system between April 1971 and July 
1973. The process linked 8,401 new 
phone numbers to revolutionary and 
extremist groups, GAO said 
GAO did not give precise figures but 
said agents did not investigate all 
persons who called or got calls from 
the militants' numbers. 
"The FBI's domestic in lenience 
investigations are excessive. Too 
many people are investigated," the 
GAO said, calling for light new laws to 
limit such probes to groups likely to 
engage in violence,

I/oeb, an outspoken conserv ativ e, told 
the Washington Press Club Monday 
night that Nix on is “ attempting to pull 
up his image by going ov er there.” He 
said, "I wish the Chinese would keep 
him .” 
In Congress, Rep. Donald Riegle, D- 
Mich., said in a speech on the House 
floor that “ all America ought to be out­ 
raged at the ta steless behav ior of 
former President Nix on for his obv ious 
meddling in U.S. foreign policy .” 
Riegle said, “ What business does 
President Ford hav e in prov iding 
Secret Serv ice protection to a crook 
like Nix on, who is so sham eless he still 
ha sn’t been man enough to sa y he’s 
sorry to the American people’7” 
Mansfield said Nix on’s v isit will help 
keep U.S.-Chinese contacts a liv e. He 
also said he a ssum es Nix on will report 
to the State Department on his return. 
Meanwhile, some State Department 
officia ls reacted angrily to Nix on’s 
toast in Peking which they interpreted 
a s a slap at the Helsinki conference on 
security and cooperation in Europe, 
origina ted during the N ix on a d­ 
ministration. 
During his toast at a welcoming 
banquet, Nix on said it was “ na iv e” to 
believ e that the “ mere signing of a 
sta tem ent of principles or diplomatic 
conference will 
bring instant and 
lasting pea ce.” He did not mention any 
specific conference or statement. 
The Helsinki conference last August 
resulted in the signing by leaders of 35 
nations, including Russia and the 
United States, of a document calling 
for noninterference in any nation’s 
a ffa irs and a freer flow of information 
and people.

Ohioans today enjoy good utility 
serv ices at reasonable ra tes,” White 
said. “ Ohio's natural gas rates, for 
ex ample, are on the a v erage, 16 per 
cent lower than those of the rest of the 
nation and 37 of the 50 states hav e rates 
that are higher than Ohio’s.” 
White said that Columbia Gas of 
Ohio's earnings are not “ out of line" 
with those of other industries. “ Out of 
ev ery $1 that a customer pay s for gas 
serv ice, 71 cents goes to purchase gas 
Tax es take another eight cents and 
operating and labor ex penses thirteen 
cents Columbia earns oily about three 
cents out of ev ery dollar to dev elop 
new supplies of ga s and prov ide new 
fa cilities as well as pay stockholders 
for the use of their money .

It was not 
until the sev ere energy shortages 
began to crop up early in this decade 
and the nation began to ex perience 
sev ere double-digit inflation that the

Congress in recent y ears. 
“ Ohio Senate Bill 94 is another

Each blade will be 62 feet long and 
weigh about a ton. They will be used to 
make a total wmgspan of 125 feet on 
the generator.

We think of the aged (when we think 
erf them at all) as the “ poor old folks.” 
We envision them as largely unhappy, 
immobile, in frequent pain, lonely and 
preoccupied with death. 
The truth is that “ older people are a 
great deal happier than young people 
think. 
“ Those who are grossly unhappy 
count for fewer than 10 per cent. 
“ A mere five per cent of Americans 
over 65 are in nursing homes 
“ More than 80 per cent are very 
mobile. 
“ And they’re not afraid of death. 
Death is a young person’s fear . . . ” 
The man making these observations 
is Dr. Jam es E. Birren, dean of the 
first college offering undergraduate 
and graduate degrees in the com- 
preheasive study of aging. It is the 
I^onard Davis School of Gerontology, 
which was formally dedicated last 
week at the University of Southern 
California. 
A 93-year-old woman dropped in on 
Dr. Birren’s campus recently, and 
some of the students (average age: 35) 
quizzed her about her attitudes. 
“ What was the best time of your 
life?” one wanted to know. 
“ Oh, that’s easy - right now,” the 
woman replied without hesitating. 
“ Really! Why*'” 
“ Because for the first time, I have 
privacy and the time to be interested in 
myself and what I’m going to do,” she 
said. “ Alwasy before there was my 
husband and my children to think 
about, and 
then 
the children’s 
children. Now they’re on their own, 
and I can do what 1 like!” 
Dean Birren smiled. “ The students 
didn’t like that at all,” he recalled. 
“ Young people feel neglected when 
old people point out that they (the 
young) aren't essential to their well­ 
being. We are so brainwashed by 
social custom to think the old must 
lean on us and be a burden. But the 
reality is that many aged people find 
that they are faced with more choices 
than they’ve had before in their hard­ 
working years - they have more op­ 
tions in life, rather than less. They find 
new interests. They fall in and out of 
love. Older people frequently elope, as 
a matter of fact, because they know 
their children wouldn’t approve of 
their marrying at a late age - but their 
children aren’t going to rule their lives 
anymore.” 
Dr. Birren, who is 56 and has been 
prominent in gerontology 30 years, 
claims there is a close relationship, 
psychologically, 
between 
the 
adolescent and the senior citizen. 
“ Both age groups have a desire to pull 
free, but have reins put on them by the 
family. And both face the same 
question: ‘What am I going to do with 
my life?’ Fortunately for older people, 
they can resolve that question with the 
benefit of experience.” 


Most elderly persons don’t want to 
be young again. “ Young people can’t 
understand this. But older people look 
back on the uncertainties of youth with 
less than fond recollections

Reactions to drugs rightfully con­ 
cern a great many people. Many of my 
readers write various questions in­ 
dicating their concern about unusual 
drug responses. 


QUESTION : Are all people sensitive 
to one drug or another? 
ANSWER: 
Most people are not 
sensitive, or allergic, to drugs. Yet, 
even in the absence of a known allergic 
condition, it is possible to have a 
sudden, 
unexpected 
or 
unusual 
reaction to a particular drug. 
It is virtually impossible to tell in 
advance 
if 
a 
patient 
will 
react 
peculiarly to a new drug. It is for this 
very reason that all patients should be 
told exactly what a newly prescribed 
drug is expected to do. 
They should also be told that if any 
unusual side effects occur, the drug 
should be stopped immediately and not 
resumed without the doctor’s specific 
direction. 


QUESTION: Can a person become 
sensitive to a drug that he has 
previously 
taken 
without 
any 
noticeable side reaction? 
ANSWER: This can. and often does, 
occur. Allergic responses are part of 
an intricate body mechanism. 
When one has taken a drug for a long 
period of time the expected benefits of 
the drug are known and it is easier to 


detect an unusual response. Here, too, 
the drug should be discontinued and 
consultation with the physician is 
essential in order to avoid distressing 
side reactions. 
QUESTION: What symptoms in­ 
dicate an unusual drug reaction? 
ANSWER: Skin hives and welts, 
rashes, itching, watery running of the 
nose, swelling of the eyes are only a 
few of the reactions that may follow 
increased sensitivity to a drug. 
QUESTION: Once a person has had 
a severe reaction to a particular drug 
will he always be sensitive to it? 
ANSWER: Usually this is true. Once 
a person is known to be sensitive to a 
drug or antibiotic it is wise to avoid its 
use, unless there is no available 
substitute. 
QUESTION: What is the treatment 
for a very severe side reaction to a 
drug? 
ANSW’ER: Discontinuation of the 
drug, of course. Antihistamine drugs, 
cortisone and ACTH, given by the 
doctor, can control severe drug 
reactions. 
Many people tend to forget their 
previous reactions to some drugs. It is 
wise to keep a record of unusual drug 
responses. In addition, the present 
physician should be told that there has 
been a history- of unusual reaction to a 
particular drug.

Reactions to drugs rightfully con­ 
cern a great many people. Many of my 
readers write various questions in­ 
dicating their concern about unusual 
drug responses 


QUESTION: Are all people sensitive 
to one drug or another? 
A NS WEH: 
Most people are not 
sensitive, or allergic, to drugs. Yet. 
even in the absence of a known allergic 
condition, it is possible to have a 
sudden, 
unexpected 
or 
unusual 
reaction to a particular drug. 
It is virtually impossible to tell in 
advance 
if 
a 
patient 
will 
react 
peculiarly to a new drug. It is for this 
very reason that all patients should be 
told exactly what a newly prescribed 
drug is expected to do. 
They should also be told that if any 
unusual side effects occur, the drug 
should be stopped immediately and not 
resumed without the doctor’s specific 
direction. 


QUESTION: Can a person become 
sensitive to a drug that he has 
previously 
taken 
without 
any 
noticeable side reaction? 
ANSWER: This can. and often does, 
occur. Allergic responses are part of 
an intricate body mechanism 
When one has taken a drug for a long 
period of time the expected benefits of 
the drug are known and it is easier to 


detect an unusual response. Here, too, 
the drug should be discontinued and 
consultation with the physician is 
essential in order to avoid distressing 
side reactions. 
QUESTION: What symptoms in­ 
dicate an unusual drug reaction? 
ANSWER: Skin hives and welts, 
rashes, itching, watery running of the 
nose, swelling of the eyes are only a 
few of the reactions that may follow 
increased sensitivity to a drug. 
QUESTION: Once a person has had 
a severe reaction to a particular drug 
will he always be sensitive to it? 
ANSWER: Usually this is true. Once 
a person is known to be sensitive to a 
drug or antibiotic it is wise to avoid its 
use. unless there is no available 
substitute. 
QUESTION: What is the treatment 
for a very severe side reaction to a 
drug7 
ANSWER: Discontinuation of the 
drug, of course. Antihistamine drugs, 
cortisone and ACTH, given by the 
doctor, can control severe drug 
reactions. 
Many people tend to forget their 
previous reactions to some drugs. It is 
wise to keep a record of unusual drug 
responses. In addition, the present 
physician should be told that there has 
been a history of unusual reaction to a 
particular drug

structure He called it the most radical 
piece of legislation to emerge from the 
92nd Congress I voted against that 
proposal and intend to vote against its 
new version 
Since 
the 
legislation's 
rein­ 
troduction. hearings have been held in 
Howie and Senate subcommittees Not 
surprisingly, most of the testimony has 
been agamist Ute legislation 
Those child and family development 
programs introduced in Congress in 
recent years generally build on Uh* 
model of Head Start programs ap­ 
proved during the rapid expansion of 
social programs in the 1960's 
The act would establish part or full­ 
time federal day care in homes or day 
care centers and proposes to provide 
various other federal programs 
purportedly 
designed to meet the 
recreational, educational, social and 
health needs of children and their 
families. What it boils down to is 
(Hitting the Federal Government in the 
child care business on a massive scale. 
I cannot support this legislation as 
proposed 
The responsibility for 
rearing children belongs to parents, 
and not the Federal Government 
Aside from the misdirection of this 
legislation, it duplicates already 
existing child care programs and could 
force small private day care centers 
out of business. 
The 
Department 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare is already top­ 
heavy with some 200 programs 
directly or indirectly relating to 


children at an annual cost of $13 
billion. 
The Child and Family Services Act 
would establish a new Office of Family 
Services within HEW to add to the 
army of 129,000 bureaucrats which are 
already employed by this bloated 
agency. 
The cost of this program is equally 
unacceptable. Under this bill, an initial 
expenditure of $15 billion is authorized 
to fund these programs. A full $350 
million would be spent on planning 
activities alone 
I have received a great deal (rf mail 
from concerned constituents voicing 
opposition to this legislation. Much of 
the alarm has been caused by an 
anonymous 
mimeographed 
flyer 
widely circulated in Southern Ohio and 
elsewhere, citing the evils of the 
proposed Child and Family Services 
Act 
Besides describing the act as an 
attempt to take from parents the 
responsibility for raising their children 
and give it to the government, the flyer 
ties the bill to something called the 
Charter for Children’s Rights 
The Charter was. in fact, the product 
of a British organization and has never 
received consideration in America. 
Included in extraneous material in­ 
serted in the Congressional Record 
during the 1971 Senate debate on this 
bill s predecessor legislation, the 
Charter supposedly gives a child the 
right to sue his parents if he is 
punished or forced to do something he 
does not want to do. Neither this 
charter nor its provisions are con­ 
tained in this legislation. 
In fact, participation in the program 
proposed by the Child and Family 
Services Act ut voluntary. and children 
would not be taken from their parents. 
Still, there are enough legitimate 
reasons for opposing this costly and 
unnecessary legislation It is a worthy 
objective to encourage single parents 
to get off welfare dependence and go to 
work, by providing day care centers 
for their children. 
However, 
this 
legislation goes too far, intrudes where 
it is not needed and obviously not 
wanted — and at an unreasonable cost 
to the taxpay ers.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - In tough 
economic times, environmentalists at 
the state as well as national levels 
have learned that their concern is not 
always their lawmakers’ cup of tea. 
A state case in point is a bill in a 
House subcommittee that would have 
the effect of banning throwaway cams 
and bottles. It requires a five cent de­ 
posit on all containers used for beer, 
malt beverages, and soft drinks, 
giving them the status of legal tender 
and thus too valuable for most people 
to discard. 
This is the third Ohio legislature to 
consider such a bill, but until now, a lot 
of the resistance has been sounded 
over such things as government in­ 
terference with private enterprise. 
Now, it’s a pocketbook issue. 
The b ill’s chief sponsor, Rep. 
Virginia Aveni, D-17 Cleveland, and 
other proponents testified last week 
before the subcommittee headed by 
Rep. Ronald H. James, D-92 Proc- 


torville. This week, opponents get their 
chance. 
An unusual coalition of manu­ 
facturers and labor unions — often on 
opposite sides of other issues — almost 
assures the bill’s death again this year. 
Both join, however, in stating support 
for universally endorsed goals of clean 
streets, streams, parks, and highways. 
They claim such a law at this time 
would only add to Ohio’s unem­ 
ployment and welfare problems by 
eliminating jobs of those who make 
beverage containers. Toledo area 
glassmakers, assured of a drop in de­ 
mand for their products, were par­ 
ticularly adamant at past hearings on 
the same legislation. 
Likewise, the million-member Ohio 
AFI/-CIO, with strong influence in the 
Democrat-controlled legislature, rates 
the measure an unaffordable luxury in 
times of already high unemployment. 
Also numbered among the opponents 
is the Ohio Council of Retail Mer­ 


chants, another formidable lobbying 
group. It has members who include 
small grocers concerned they will 
have to redeem bottles at the neigh­ 
borhood level on purchases of pop and 
beer at big supermarket outlets, 
cutting into their sometimes small op­ 
erating capital. 
Mrs. Aveni and other backers 
acknowledge the concerns of op­ 
ponents but say they probably are 
overstating their case with regard to 
the bill’s economic impact. Supporters 
point primarily to a similar law in 
Oregon which they say has operated 
successfully for the past several years.

Future U.S. Doctors 
Training In Italy 


ROMF' ( AF) — Growing numbers of 
America's future doctors are being 
trained in Italy. 


With admission to U.S. medical 
schools confined to about 4,500 new 
students a year, or about a tenth of the 
applicants, more than 1,500 Americans 
are now studying at 27 medical schools 
in Italy. It is the largest contingent of 
American medical students in Europe 


A million-dollar organization, the 
Italo-American Medical Education 
Foundation, helps Italianize the 
American students and then re- 
Americanize them after their Italian 
education. 


About 600 Americans are now im­ 
mersed in the foundation's “ total 
orientation program.” 


To work as interns in American 
hospitals, those trained abroad must 
pass 
the 
examinations 
of 
the 
Educational Council for Foreign 
Medical Graduates The president of 
the foundation, Albert Sehrager, says 
because of his organization's work, the 
student exiles’ chances of passing the 
exams have gone up from 33 per cent 
four years ago to 75 per cent. 
U.S. and Italian physicians con­ 
cluded a three-day symposium in 
Rome Sunday on the problems of the 
student exiles and ways of closing the 
differences between U.S. and Italian 
medical education. 
Both students and doctors said that 
although American technology may 
give U.S. education a clinical edge 
over the Italian, the gap is due largely 
to 
déficiences 
in 
the 
Italian 
educational structure resulting from 
overcrowding. Italian medical schools 
are now turning out 12,000 graduates a 
year, four times the number Italy 
needs. 
The tuition fee in Italian medical 
schools is only $150 a year; in the 
United States it is $4,000 or more.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - In tough 
economic times, environmentalists at 
the state as well as national levels 
have learned that their concern is not 
always their lawmakers' cup of tea. 
A state case in point is a bill in a 
House subcommittee that would have 
the effect of banning throwaway cans 
and bottles, It requires a five cent de­ 
posit on all containers used for beer, 
malt beverages, 
and soft drinks, 
giving them the status of legal tender 
and thus too valuable for most people 
to discard. 
This is the third Ohio legislature to 
consider such a bill, but until now, a lot 
of the resistance has been sounded 
over such things as government in­ 
terference with private enterprise. 
Now, ifs a pocketbook issue. 
The bill's chief sponsor, Rep. 
Virginia Aveni, D-17 Cleveland, and 
other proponents testified last week 
before the subcommittee headed by 
Rep. Ronald H. Jam es, D-92 Proc­ 


torville. This week, opponents get their 
chance. 
An unusual coalition of m anu­ 
facturers and labor unions — often on 
opposite sides of other issues — almost 
assures the bill's death again this year. 
Both join, however, in stating support 
for universally endorsed goals of clean 
streets, streams, parks, and highways. 
They claim such a law at this time 
would only add to Ohio's unem­ 
ployment and welfare problems by 
eliminating jobs of those who make 
beverage containers. Toledo area 
glassmakers, assured of a drop in de­ 
mand for their products, were par­ 
ticularly adamant at past hearings on 
the same legislation. 
Likewise, the million-member Ohio 
AFIXHO. with strong influence in the 
Democrat-controlled legislature, rates 
the measure an unaffordable luxury in 
times of already high unemployment. 
Also numbered among the opponents 
is the Ohio Council of Retail Mer­ 


chants, another formidable lobbying 
group. It has members who include 
small grocers concerned they will 
have to redeem bottles at the neigh­ 
borhood level on purchases of pop and 
beer at big supermarket outlets, 
cutting into their sometimes small op­ 
erating capital. 
Mrs. Aveni and other backers 
acknowledge the concerns of 
op­ 
ponents but say they probably are 
overstating their case with regard to 
the bill’s economic impact. Supporters 
point primarily to a similar law in 
Oregon which they say has operated 
successfully for the past several years.

Educational Council for Foreign 
Medical Graduates The president of 
the foundation, Albert Sehrager, says 
because of hts organization's work, the 
student exiles’ chances of passing the 
exams have gone up from 33 per cent 
four years ago to 75 per cent 
U.S. and Italian physicians con­ 
cluded a three-day symposium in 
Rome Sunday on the problems of the 
student exiles and ways of closing the 
differences between U.S. and Italian 
medical education.
